Your Commissioners herewith present their report 
together with the reports of Sheriff, Solicitor, Clerk of the 
Court, Jailer and Treasurer, and the Auditors and Super- 
intendent, Physician and Chaplain of the County Farm 
for the year ending December 31, 1919, and a statement of 
the financial standing of the County at the close of the 
year. 

By the death in February last of Mr. Henry C. 
Phillips the County lost a most efficient man who had been 
superintendent of the County Farm for twenty-six years. 
The long service of Mr. and Mrs. Phillips as Superinten- 
dent and Matron testify to the high esteem in which they 
were held throughout the County. In April Mr. and 
Mrs. A. H. Parker were appointed Superintendent and 
Matron, and Mr. Henry D. Harriman, who has been con- 
nected with the institution a good many years, Assistant 
Superintendent and Jailer, and their management has 
been most satisfactory. 

Aside from general continued high costs, there have 
been no unusual expenses during the year and the treas- 
urer’s report shows a gain in the surplus of $3,103.09 

As heretofore, you are cordially invited to inspect the 
property of the County and we trust that our management 
has been such as to meet with your approval.

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SELECTMEN OF TOWNS AND OVERSEERS 
OF THE POOR 


Your attention is called tothe following extracts from the 
laws of 1903 


CHAPTER 42, SECTION 1 


SECTION 1. Any town or county furnishing any 
assistance to any person within six years preceding his. 
death shall be entitled to recover from the estate of such 
persons the sum or sums paid out for such assistance, the 
said claim tobe a preferred claim against his said estate 
after payment of funeral charges, expense of last sickness 
and expenses of administration, provided he leaves no 
widow or minor children living at his decease. 


CHAPTER 106, SECTION 1, as amended 


“SECTION 1. No town shall be liable for the sup- 
port of any person unless he, or the person under whom 
he derives his settlement, shall have wholly gained a 
settlement therein during the ten years preceding the last 
date of application for support; provided that no person. 
having a settlement in any town in this state upon arriving 
at the age of seventy years shall lose that settlement on 
account of being exempt by law from paying a poll tax, if 
he still resides in said town.’’ 


CHAPTER 110, SECTION 1, last clause as amended 


‘‘Also to Chapter 67 of the laws of 1903, Chapter 84 
of the Public Statutes, Chapters 1 and 71 of the laws of

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1907, relating to paupers, and the following from Chapter 
110, Public Statutes, relating to ‘assistance to persons in 
quarantine.’ ’’ ; 


SECTION 1. Whenever any person or family is 
placed in quarantine by a board of health, to protect the 
public against small pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or any 
other dangerous, infectious or contagious diseases, it shall 
be the duty of said board to assist such person or family 
while in quarantine in such manner as in the judgment of 
‘the board may be deemed wise and necessary. 


SECTION 2. All expenses thus incurred, or such 
part thereof as the board may determine, shall be deemed 
a legitimate expenditure for the protection of the public 
health and shall be charged to the account of incidental 
expenses, but not to any indigent pauper account, nor 
shall such expenditure be construed to mean a public aid 
to the person or persons so quarantined and assisted unless 
such person or persons are already paupers as defined by 
the Public Statutes.

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GEORGE H. TURNER, Bethlehem, N. H.—Beth- 
lehem, Bath, Easton, Franconia, Haverhill, Landaff, Lit- 
tleton, Lisbon, Lyman, Livermore, Monroe, Warren, and 
present their bills to the commissioners at Woodsville the 
second Tuesday in September. If considered advisable, 
additional dates for settlement with towns may be arranged. 

All applications for aid should be immediately reported 
to the commissioners, as under the laws of 1903 no bill will 
be paid for more than 10 days’ support previous to the 
proper affidavit being received. Affidavit blanks will be 
supplied by the commissioners upon request.

Statutes, the Superintendent of the County Farm shall 
make up his report to January 1, annually, and also Sec- 
tion 2 of said chapter requires that the Superintendent’s 
report shall contain in addition a list of paupers actually 
supported at the Farm and the number of weeks each was 
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supported, also a statement of the average cost per week 
for each pauper, with an explanation of the basis upon 
which said calculations were made. 

The whole number of persons supported and partially 
supported for the year ending December 31, 1919, was 139. 
The number of weeks’ board is ascertained by taking the 
number of days between the day of admittance and the 
day of departure of each individual, and dividing that 
number by seven, which gives the total number of weeks 
each was supported. 

The whole cost of supporting paupers at the Farm 
for the year ending December 31, 1919 was $15,196 32. 
This sum divided by the whole number of weeks fur- 
nished, viz., 3,456, gives $4.40 as the price per week..

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY PHYSICIAN 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Grafton 

County : 

The Hospital has had a very successful year. I 
submit the following report, but the statistics do not 
include many patients visited at the Jail and House of 
Correction. 

There have been no new building additions to the 
hospital during the past year, but important improve- 
ments have been made therein. The new dispensary 
which you have provided is now equipped with an 
electrical sterilizer which has been needed for a long 
‘time, and is particularly economical, inasmuch as it 
saves a great deal of time for the nurse whose services 
are needed in caring for patients. In these times of 
high wages and scarcity of help, anything that con- 
serves time and labor makes for economy. 

During the present management the floors and 
stairways in the hospital have been put in a perfect 
condition, which have occasioned only slight expense, 
since they only required coats of varnish and rubber 
mats for the stairways. 

We feel assured that your hospital compares favor- 
ably with any in the state, not for luxury but for 
cleanliness and comfort for the patients. 

Discord and friction among the patients, so com- 
mon in institutions which care for very old and indi- 
gent people, is entirely lacking in this hospital, because 
of the wisdom and resourcefulness of the management 
who have endeavored to furnish all things necessary to 
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smooth the pathway to health and to relieve the dis- 
comforts of the twilight of life. 

Your Board has been fortunate in securing the 
services of Miss Christie G. Hatch, a graduute and 
registered nurse from the Mary Hitchcock hospital at 
Hanover, to nurse the patients. Her faithful work and 
kindness has gained the affection of both the patients 
in the hospital and the inmates of the Almshouse. 
She 1s particularly adapted to this kind of institutional 
work. 

The efforts of the County Physician as well as 
those of the nurse to make the year entirely successful 
would have been futile without the help of Supt. and 
Mrs. Alvah H. Parker, and the guiding and sustaining 
hand of the Board of Commissioners. For their assist- 
ance and for yours I am truly grateful. 

From my continued observation I would congratu- 
late you and the citizens of Grafton County in that the 
poor of the County are under the care of such excellent 
and efficient management as that of Supt. and Mrs. 
Alvah H. Parker. 

Probably very few citizens of the County know of 
the difficulties which have been yours for the past few 
years. The knowledge that you have saved many 
thousands of dollars for the County, and at the same 
time cared for its dependents better than ever before, 
must in itself be your reward.

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REPORT OF COUNTY SOLICITOR 


Enfield, N. H., December 31, 1919. 
To the Honorable Board of Commissioners for the 

County of Grafton: 

In comphance with the statute, I herewith present 
my report for the year 1919. | 

The present Solicitor was extremely fortunate in 
following so efficient and business-like administration 
as that characterizing the two terms Brother Raymond 
U. Sinith’s administration of the legal affairs of the - 
County in the particular that he found no stale and 
vexatious matters demanding his attention upon assum- 
ing an office the work of which was new and varied. 

I inherited nothing from Brother Smith beyond 
his good-will, best wishes and many helpful sugges- 
tions, for all of which, I extend my thanks. Among 
the many good things was one, in effect, that many 
calls for investigations and prosecutions at the expense of 
the County would be;made upon me. I find. this to be 
so. I find further that these demands do not all come 
from a suspected source. I find that it is not an un- 
common thing to be called up, even by a lawyer, asking 
the Solicitor to prosecute, in his official capacity, and 
at the expense of the County, a simple assauit or other 
like siunilar ‘offense. I have received, even from 
Municipal Court Justices, copies of complaints, properly 
heard and determined in a Municipal Court, accom- 
panied bv a statement of taxable costs to be paid by 
the County. Lawyers should know there are Municipal 
Courts functioning all over the County clothed with 
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authority to dispose of such matters without the aid of 
the Solicitor; and Municipal Courts ought to know 
that the County should not finance a business the 
increment of which goes to the town in which the 
Court is established. 

Another form of demand made upon the Solicitor 
coines through the agency of unsigned letters asking 
that some real, or imaginary evil be investigated forth- 
with without disclosing such facts as to make it 
determinable whether it be a matter that can properly 
claim the attention of the Solicitor with the incidental 
expense to the County, or such as should be corrected 
by local authority. There can be no doubt but that 
the authors of such letters write them for the sole 
purpose of having public rights protected and public 
wrongs -abated, but to meet with favor during the 
present administration, such missives must be signed 
and the identity of the writer disclosed. Such com- 
munications will, however, be held in strict confidence 
unless, and until such time as the disclosure shall be 
made necessary as an indispensable and material aid to 
a successful prosecution of the offense complained 
agalitst.. 

A brief tenure of office convinces me that many 
things might be said bearing upon the administration 
of the criminal affairs of the County, but I leave them 
for a future time. 

To the Sheriff, and his Deputies, alert and strong 
in their support, a grateful appreciation is extended. 

Cases disposed in the Superior Court since assum- 
ing office on April rst, last, appear in the list hereto 
appended. In appealed cases, where the appeal is 
noted as dismissed, fine and costs have been paid. 
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Cases heard and determined in the lower courts, 
are not herein noted.
